c.  Training:  Bio  majority  of  training  at  the  firing  batteries 
consists  of  live  file  mission.  Ninety  fivo  percent  of  the  missions 
firod  are  unobserved  and  H&I  targets.  Snphusis  is  placed  on  speed  and 
accuracy  of  gun  section  and  FDC  personnol.  Additional  emphasis  is  gi¬ 
ven  to  crons  training  of  other  personnel.  5y  cross  training  other  bat- 
tory  personnel  in  FDC  procedures  and  as  gun  crow  members  the  battery 
greatly  enhances  its  productive  capabilities  as  a  whole.  This  is  neces¬ 
sary  and  has  proven  most  beneficial  sinco  the  firing  batteries  must  be 
ju~p*'iblo  of  delivering  accurate  and  timoly  fires  at  any  time.  As  of  31 
October  1967,  tbo  6th  Battalion  32d  Artiliory  has  fired  a  total  of 
63,243  rounds.  Normally,  the  firing  batteries  tost  fire  their  crow  . 
sorvod  weapons  daily  in  conjunction  with  Hal  scheduled  fires.  C/6/32, 
as  of  this  writing,  at  its  present  location,  is  unable  to  fire  its  or¬ 
ganic  crow  served  weapons.  Headquarters  and  Sorvice  Batteries,  located  . 
at  the  battalion  base  camp,  test  fire  individual  and  crow  served  wea¬ 
pons  prior  to  manning  night  outposts.  H&I  fires  aro  fired  each  night 
outsido  tho  base  camp  perimeter.  A  free  fire  zone  is  received  from  the 
28th  Regiment  ROXtl.  H&Ps  are  fired  by  two  M/*2  ."Dusters  tliat  are  lo¬ 
cated  on  tho  base  camp  perimeter.  Some  of  the  FDC  personnel  that  wore 
sont  out  to  tho  firing  batteries  have  boon  brought  back  ’to  the  base 
camp.  By  having  Battalion  FDC  personnel  at  the  Battalion  Operations 
Center,  tho  battalion  has  tho  capability  of  checking  firo  missions  that 
are  received  by  tho  batteries.  Eattalicn  FDC  personnel  will  continue 
to  train  at  tho  firing  batteries  to  the  groatost  oxfcent  possible.  By 
having  tho  Battalion  FDC  porsonnnl  train  with  tho  firing  batteries, 
personnel  ore  able  to  maintain  their  MOS  proficiency  under  actual  tac¬ 
tical  conditions,  A  firing  range  lias  toon  completed  near  the  battalion 
base  camp.  Personnel  are  able  to  zero  and  fire  familiarization  firo 
with  their  individual  weapons,  Fkr.phj.sis  has  boon  given  to  each  battery 
conducting  nuadatory  traioiog  in  military  subject?,  i»o»,  CER,  Military 
Justice,  Cqund  Tactics,  Character  Guidance,  Command  Information,  Intel- 
ligonoa  Braining  and  other  related  subjects,  FDC  and  Forward  Observer 
training  in  being  scheduled  for  AF.VH  forcon  through  MACV  channels.  Tho 
battalion  is  to  schedule  classes  whenever  called  upon  in  order  to  broa¬ 
den  the  knowledge  of  other  Free  World  Forcos  in  the  proper  techniques  o 
of  delivering  accurate  and  timely  artiliory  firo.

SECTION  II  (C)  Commander’s  Observations  and  Recommendations 
1,  (0)  Operations,  a.  Item;  Survey  -  Azimuth  Control. 

Discussion:  The  Azimuth  Gyroscope  has  continuously 
brought  excellent  results*  however*  getting  the  instrument  repaired 
while  in  the  Republic  of  Vietnam  is  extremely  difficult.  Units  should 
make  every  attempt  to  Insure  the  Azimuth  Gyroscope  is  in  excellent 
operating  condition  prior  to  departing  CONUS.  Units  doparting  CONUS 
should  also  bring  more  light  bulbs  for  the  right  lighting  devices  on 
the  aiming  circle.  There  is  a  problem  in  replacing  thorn  here. 

Observation:  Having  the  Azimuth  Gyroscope  saves  con¬ 
siderable  time  and  provides  greater  accuracy.

J^GBSSASS1  Battery  installations  should  be  carefully 
selected*  keeping*  in  mind  that  drainage  is  a  must  in  order  to  circum¬ 
vent  floods. 

preparing  gunpits  using  a  bulldozer,  one 
must  keep  in  mind  to  push  tho  dirt  up  from  the  outside  as  opposed  to 
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eoooping  out  a  pit.  This  procedure  will  give  much  hotter  drainage.  In 
some  aroas,  where, '.bo  cause  of  .UD.sui.it.ble  •uiij/raip,  gunpits  do  not  offer 
the  drainage  desired,  howitzers  must  be  removed  from  pits  to  be  in- 
proved  and  the  pits  allowed  to  dry  out.  All  howitzers  must  not  be 
taken  out  at  the  same  time.  When  howitzers/guns  are  taken  from  primary 
pits,  they  should  be  taken  to  an  alternate  firing  area.  Section  bun¬ 
kers  and.  bivouac  areas  should  be  sandbagged  after  guns  are  laid  and 
ready  to  fire.  It  has  been  observed  that,  occasionally,  sections  take 
a  oouple  of  days  before  preparing  individual  bunkors.  Battery  install 
lations  should  be  built  above  ground  and  with  heavy  reinforcements  ra¬ 
ther  than  dug  in  underground.  This  method  circumvents  having  flooded 
bunkers.  Underground  bunkers  offer  many  advantages,  but  only  if  pre¬ 
pared  correctly.

Training  and  Organization,  a.  Item:  Firing  Battery 


Discussion:  FLring  batteries  continue  to  operate  indepen¬ 
dently  of  each  other.  Very  seldom  are  heavy  artillery  batteries  close 
enough  for  cvaciwl  control. 

Observation:  Sinoe  tho  batteries  are  often  spread  out 
considerable  distances  from  battalion  headquarters,  every  effort  must 
,be  made  to  avoid  becoming  to  routine  in  FDC  and  gun  crew  procedures. 
Even  though  a  shortage  of  personnel  exists  because  of  having  to  nail* 
tain  a  twenty  four  hour  capability,  repoated  checks  must  oontinue  to 
be  made,  by  supervisory  personnel. 

b.  Item:  Firing  Battery  and  FDC. 

Discussion:  Large  propellent  lots  should  be  designated 
and  kept  separate  for  registrations  and  "danger  close"  missions.  Lo¬ 
cations  of  Surveyed  Registration  Points  -  Firing  Across  Grid  Conver¬ 
sions  -  Methods  for  Decreasing  Time  for  Laying  the  Battery  -  New 
Registration  Procedures.

Obsorvatjpn:  When  largo  powder  lots  are  reoeived,  this 
powder  should  be  kept  separate  for  registrations  and  firing  ^'danger 
olose"  missions.  There  have  boon  casco  where  lots  have  been  over¬ 
looked  and  mixed  lots  have  boon  fired  in.au vertantly.  Surveyed  regis¬ 
tration  points  are  few,  however,  many  firing  positions  at  fire  support 
'bases  have  boon  survoyed.  These  abandoned  positions  can  be  used  when 
within  range.  The  surveyed  battery  centers  make  excellent  registration 
points.  The  proposed  procedure  for  precision  firing  was  tested  by  tho 
firing  batteries  and  aerial  observers  of  this  battalion.  The  results 
were  shorter  registrations  and  fewer  rounds  fired*  Ac  compared  to  tho 
current  accepted  prooision  procedures,  the  new  procedure  tosted  showed 
a  20  to  30  percent  decrease  in  tptal  numbor  of  rounds. 
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e.  Rogistrations  have  shown  variations  in  VE.  This  is  par¬ 
ticularly  true  with  the  175mra  gun  noar  tho  end  of  tube  life.  Chock 
rounds,  after  considering  piece  displacement,  can  bo  used  to  verify  tho 
difference  in  VE.  If  tho  tube  is  cold,  two  or  throe  rounds  arc  hotter 
than  one  round.  As  a  minimum,  one  over  and  one  short  is  nocossary. 

d*  When  shooting  across  a  grid .  conversion,  cutting  and 
slipping  grid  sheets  has  boon  found  to  bo  easier  than  using  multiple 
battery  centers.  This  can  bo  dono  quite  easily  by  plotting  several 
points  on  each  side  of  tho  grid  conversion,  determining  the  grid  of  the 
points,  reforonco  both  grid  systems  and  sliding  the  grid  sheets  until 
the  points  match.  Once  tho  chart  lias  been  sot  up,  it  can  be  checked 
easily  by  measuring  tho  grid  conversion  angle  which  can  be  readily 
determined.  Chocks  for  accuracy  should  then  bo  made  into  each  sector 
using  trigonometry  and  logarithmics, 

o.  To  decrease  tho  time  for  laying,  tho  instrument  sotting 
for  the  aiming  circle  (at  100  mil  increments)  can  bo  computed  and  re¬ 
corded.  Ono  rocordod  copy  can  bo  put  under  acetato  and  attached  to  the 
aiming  circlo.  Othor  copies  can  be  given  to  the  Executive  Offioer, 
Chief  of  Firing  Battery  and  the  Fire  Direction  Officor. 

f.  Tho  use  of  remote  units  or  radio  speakers,  when  attached 
to  telephones  or  intercom  units,  allow  all  personnel  in  tho  area  to 
hoar  conmands.  This  can  be  usod  very  effectively  in  tho  firo  diroction 
center,  on  the  guns  and  at  tho  aiming  circle, 

g.  In  oommand  posts  and  firo  diroction  contors,  whero  con-  • 
tinuous  communication  is  required,  radios  should  bo  rotated  and  rostod, 
Iu  hot  areas,  or  whon  radios  are  mounted  in  a  cornor,  a  fan  should  be 
used  to  oirculato  the  air  and  cool  the  radio.  Adequate  ventilation  and 
air  space  behind  tho  equipment  should  bo  maintained. 

h„  An  excellent  booby  trap  and  perimeter  lighting  device  can 
be  made  using  175mm  powder’  cannistors  with  unused  powdor  iharoaonts  and 
a  trip  flare.  I bo  trip  flora*  which  is  used  to  ignite  the  powder  in  the 
ocusnistor  from  the  roar,  should  bo  sot  up  so  it  can  bo  set  off  by  a.  ’  .c 
trip  wire  or  command  fired  from  a  nearby  outpost.

Pis.Qasflion:  With  the  batteries  widely  dispersed  from  the 
battalion,  resupply  of  cm  munition  bo  cornor.  critical  especially  if  the 
battalion  ammunition  train  is  all  ready  committed  in  another  dirootion. 
Whon  bridges  aro  washed  out  and  roads  closed  tho  problem  is  amplified. 
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Oly»!arv^tlon:  Battery  end  battalion  ammunition  sections 
should  have  on  hand  slings,  clevises  and  other  aerial  resupply  riffing 
gear  to  iiand.le  aorial  ammunition  resupply  which  is  frequently  used  whex* 
units  are  located  in  remote  areas  and  when  roads  are  closed* 


b.  fctemt  Limitation  of  XM54 8  as  Cargo  Carrier, 

It  has  been  discoverod  that  the  XM548  full 
track  cargo  vehicle  performs  will,  however,  it  does  not  have  the  over¬ 
all  load  capability  of  the  5  ton  cargo  truck. 


£'2?9VV‘i.'tiSSS  While  the  XM54G  is  a  vary  versatile  cargo 
carrier,  it  must  be  noted  that  when  continuous  rosupply  runs  must  bo 
made  with  ajnsmitJ.on,  the  5  ton  cargo  carrier  is  more  desireable,  This

(1)  J&iL&sjion:  Loading  trays  on  Ml  10  and  M107’s  have 
not  been  holding  up  under  continuous  and  heavy  use.

reinforcing  strips  are  welded  to  give  added  strength.  Reccmjpend  that 
loading  tray  arms  be  constructed  of  solid  steel  rods  instead  of  tubing. 

(2)  B,',scugisi£nl!  Hiring  hatterios  have  experienced  the 
Ml  10  slamming  into  battery  after  prolonged  firing  of  low  charges. 

By  firing  a  few  rounds  at  full  charge, 

this  problem  was  eliminated. 

(3)  SiPJWSSiflSQi  -he  slide  rammer  on  M110  and  M107,  FSN 
1025-864-0319,  on  loador-rammer,  cracks  easily. 

Observation  i  The  slide  rammers  should  be  reinforced 

where  needed. 


PART  II  Recommendations 


1*  (U)  Operations,  a.  Recommend  that  the  new  registration  pro¬ 

cedures  be  utilised  by  heavy  units,  especially  8n  artillery  units. 

With  good  initial  data,  met  data  and  well  trained  gun  crew,  many  rounds 
are  saved  thereby  cutting  down  expenditures. 


b.  Recommend  that  heavy  batteries  by  split  half  ft51  and  half 
175am.  In  view  of  the  feet  that  most  units  have  semi-pormanont  firing 
positions  and  usually  remain  at  a  set  location  for  extendod  periods,  it 
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is  felt  that  greater  flexibility  and  versatility  is  attained  without 
sacrificing  fire  power.  The  majority  of  targets  are  unobserved,  Whi^e 
the  3"  is  a  very  accurate  system,  its  limited  maximum  range  is  somewhat 
of  a  short  camming.  With  organic  aerial  observers  and  having  175mm 
guns,  a  large  area  can  be  covered  without  having  to  displace.  This  is 
furhter  justified  during  the  monsoon  season  when  roads  and  bridges  are 
inaccessible.  Intelligence  targets  and  targets  of  opportunity  often 
have  to  be  cancelled  because  they  cannot  be  reached.  Displacing  175mm 
gun  platoons  two  hundred  mile3  or  more  merely  to  cover  intelligence  tar¬ 
gets  is  unrealistic.  With  increased  omphasis  on  reducing  the  number  of 
rounds  fired  on  unobserved/H&I  targets,  this  combination  of  8"  howitzer/ 
175mm  gun  is  quite  notovorthy.  The  maintonance  problem  (175®»  gun  vs 
8M  howitzer)  is  negligible.  Hooping  sufficient  quantity  of  replacement 
175mm  gun  tubes  is  a  supply  problem  and  not  actually  a  problem  of  main¬ 
tenance,  The  dead  space  common  to  the  175mm  gun  con  be  adequately  co¬ 
vered  by  the  8"  howitzer.  There  is  a  requirement  for  maintaining  se¬ 
parate  firing  charts  and  cros3~ training  personnel.  The  matter  of  cross- 
training  personnel  can  either  bo  accomplished  prior  to  deployment  or 
already  formed  8"  and  175mm  units  can  bo  interchanged.  Interchanging 
seotions  also  helps  with  infusion  of  personnel  which  is  also  'desire- 
able. 

2,  (U)  Training  and  Organization,  a.  Recommend  that  more  em¬ 

phasis  be  placed  on  battery  training  and  firing  prior  to  deploying  to 
RVN. 

b.  Personnel  should  bo  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  personnel  bunkers.  Bnphosis  should  be  placed  upon  bunkers  being 
prepared  to  withstand  heavy  rain  during  the  monsoon.  If,  possible,  gui¬ 
dance  should  bo  received  from  competent  engineer  support  personnel  and 
personnel  who  have  had  experience  in  this  area  of  construction  while 
previously  stationed  in  RVN. 

o«  Recommend  that  more  omphasis  be  placed  on  demolition 
training,  i.e.,  installing  claymore  mines,  proper  identification  and 
handling  of  explosives,  oto. 

d.  More  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  cross-training  battery 
personnel  in  the  duties  of  gun  crewmen.  Where  possible,  other  compe¬ 
tent  personnel,  i,o«,  battalion  survey  personnel,  can  be  cross-trained 
in  FDC  since  very  littlo  is  done  in  surveying. 

o.  Recommend  that  all  observers  reooive  as  much  training  pos¬ 
sible  In  aerial  observer  adjustment  procedures  since  98  percent  of  tha 
missions  adjusted  are  adjusted  from  the  air. 
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3*  (U)  Intelligence)  Rocommond  that  intolligenco  personnel  make 
daily  oontaot  with  adjacent  battalion  and  brigade  units  nearby.  This 
dally  oontaot  is  very  ossontial  with  units  conducting  operations.  Con¬ 
tact  must  also  bo  mado  with  liaison  personnel  in  order  to  compilo  as 
muoh  intolligenco  as  possible, 

4*  (U)  Logistics,  a,  Evon  though  tho  below  listed  itoms  are 

MTOE  itoms,  recommend  that  oach  unit,  prior  to  deploying,  make  ovary 
effort  to  get  at  least  ono  600  gallon  gasoline  pod  added  to  TOE.  Since 
heavy  units  ore  generally  spread  groat  distances  from  the  battalion 
supply  element,  if  caoh  battery  had  two  600  gallom  pods,  ono  for  mogas 
and  one  for  diesol,  a  ma.  or  advance  and  improvement  will  bo  accomplished. 


b.  Rocommond  that  oach  battery  size  unit  to  ovorything  pos- 
siblo  to  got  ono  additional  wator  trailor.  Locating  wator  is  no  real 
problem.  Having  a  oontoinar  to  transport  water  is  a  problom, 

0.  Rocommond  that,  for  each  600  gallon  putroloum  pod,  consi¬ 
deration  bo  givon  to  gotting  1-j  ton  trailor  to  transport  said  pod. 

d.  Each  firing  battery  should  mako  ovory  offort  to  got  two 
additional  aiming  cirolos  prior  to  deploying.  Each  platoon  ehould  havo, 
as  a  minimum,  two  aiming  circles.  Bettor ios  frequently  send  platoons 
out  on  artillery  raids.  Many  firing  positions  arc  such  that  tvro  or  moro 
aiming  oirolos  aro  noodod.  This  is  ospocially  true  for  a  night  mission 
and  for  soparato  units  split  into  8n/l75mm.  Sovcrol  missions  may  bo  in 
progross  simultaneously,  also. 


5.  (U)  Othors  Rocommond  that,  if  hoavy  ortillory  units  cannot 

got  an  additional  M578  or  M543  wrockor  added  to  tho  TOE  boforo  deploying, 
battorioa  design  a  lifting  dovico,  "A"  franc  typo,  that  can  bo  mountod 
on  tho  bod  of  a  5  ton  truck.  Ammunition  ro supply  alono  would  justify 
tho  suggostod  improvement,  not  to  mention  tho  noods  involved  with  main- 
tonanoo,  i.o.,  changing  tubes,  oradlos,  cto.'

Concur  in  the  observations  and  recommendations  contained  in  basic 
communication  and  previous  indorsement. 

2* ^  Reference:  Section  II,  Part  I,  paragraph  2d,  page  10. 

a.  An  objective  analysis  of  this  shortcut  to  grid  comroreion 
indicates  the  recommendation  is  not  sufficiently  accurate  or  predictable 
enough  to  be  utilized  as  a  field  expedient  for  zone  to  zone  transforma¬ 
tion.  The  scaled  and  FADAC  computed  distances  between  battery  centers  aid 
targets  using  this  method  can  differ  noticeably.  Such  differences  may  be 
positive  or  negative  and  cannot  bo  correlated  to  the  range  fired. 

b.  Sliding  grid  sheets  under  field  conditions  would  tend  to 
introduce  human  error.  Although  the  plotting  of  two  battery  centers  arid 
two  sets  of  deflection  indices  may  bo  tedious,  it  is  safer,  more  practical 
and  an  acceptable  solution  to  the  problem  of  firing  i rom  one  grid  zone 
to  another.

1.  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons 
Learned  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  October  1967  from  Headquarters, 

6th  Battalion,  32d  Artillery  (A1TA)  as  indorsed. 

*  2.  (C)  Pertinent  comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  survey  by  azimuth  control,  page  8, 
paragraph  la:  Concur.  The  azimuth  gyroscope  provides  accurate  azimuth 
control  and  has  proven  to  be  extremely  effective  in  RVN.  The  low  equip¬ 
ment  density  in  RVN,  however,  causes  occasional  extended  downtime  for. 
repairs.  Therefore,  every  effort  must  be  exerted  to  prevent  downtime 
through  an  aggressive  PM  program. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  organization  of  battery  positions, 
pageS,  paragraph  lb:  Concur.  The  preparation  of  howitzer/gun  pits  as 
described  in  this  paragraph  is  highly  desirable  and  should  be  used  when 
ever  feasible.  It  is  imperative  that  the  battery  position  area  be  improved 
and  sandbagging  of  howitzer/gun  pits,  ammunition,  and  personnel  bunkers 
commence  immediately  after  the  battery  has  been  prepared  to  fire.  Where 
possible,  all  personnel  bunkers  should  be  dug-in  with  reinforced  timbered 
ceilings  covered  with  sandbags.  Adequate  drainage  should  be  considered 
during  the  construction  of  each  bunker. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  firing  battery  positions,  page  9, 
paragraph  2a:  Concur.  Independent  operation  of  artillery  units  has  become 
the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  in  RVN.  A  system  of  double  checks  to 
insure  firing  data  accuracy  must  be  established  and  rigidly  enforced  by  all 
personnel  on  the  gunnery  team. . 

d.  Reference  item  concerning  limitation  of  XM548  cargo  carrier, 
page  11,  paragraph  lb:  Concur.  The  recommendation  to  split  the  heavy 
batteries  half  8"  howitzer  and  half  175mm  gun  cannot  always  be  maintained. 

The  dual  capability  to  mount  the  8"  howitzer  and  175mm  gun  on  the  same 
carriage  provides  a  capability  heretofore  unknown;  however,  the  tube  mix 
is  primarily  dependent  upon  the  unit's  mission.
